SHAKING SUMMERVILLE. 


Three Shocks of Earthquake—No Damage 
Done. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., October 8. —There were 
three shocks at Sommerville last night. Re- 
ports differ oper as to the inteusity of the 
shecks, some dents declaring that they 
were more severe than any disturbance since 
August 31, while others report that they were 
slight tremors. No one was hurt, however, 
and no damage done to property. A slight 
shock was also felt here at 50’clock this morn- 
ing | by. early risers, but it was not generally 

elt 

There were no new earthquake disturbances 
here today. Business is steadily growing bet- 
ter. The ieceipts of cotton this week were 
29,757 bales as against 26,176 bales in the cor- 
responding week last year, and all the cotton 
presses are ee on fall time. The steam- 
ship Huntsman cleared today for Liverpool 
with 5,719 bales of cotton, She was loaded 
and cleared in five days. There could be no 
better refutation of the charge that Charles- 
ton's facilities for doing business have been 
destroyed by the earthquake. The committees 
on relief are pushing their work with great 
energy. They acted toda . beg about 200 appli- 
cations for money to repa houses. 


A Shock in Augusta. 

AvGustaA, Ga. October 8.—[Special.]—A 
distinct shock of earthquake was felt hero at 
1:15, city time. It did not resemble the form: 
er, jars which seemed to sway buildings, but 
appeared to act from directly beneath floors 
oad jostling rather than sh . Tits dif- 
ference was noticed by theentire Chronicle 
force, who plainly felt the shock aud madea 
dash for the roofin The jar was not felt 
by the sleepers and there is no excitement.

VIRGINIA’S CONSOL COUPONS. 


The Treasurer of Richmond Declines to Ac- 
cept Them for Taxes. 


RicHMOND, October 8.—‘It has leaked 
out that S. G. Tinsley, treasurer of the city of 
Ricomond, has informed the anditor of the 
state that he will notlevy for taxes on the 
property of those who offer him consol con- 
pons of the state in payment of the same, al- 
though indemnity boardis authorized to re- 
imburse him for any loss that may arise from 
such refusal, if suits be instituted under the 
decisions of the United States courts for tres~ 
pass. Jtis understood that auditor isin no 

good humor’on account of this position of Mr, 
Tinsley, but the latter argues that those suits, 
if begun, may last for years; that the legisla- 
ture may repeal the law creating the indem- 
nity board end leave him and his bondsmen 
subject to mercy of the new laws, court deci- 
sions and juries.

Off Assembly 249. 
Riebmond Special. 

A large equad of officers was sent to the 
Richmond theater in the evening. This is the old- 
est playhouse in Richmond, a place where Booth, 
Raymond and other renowned actors have won 
fame, and is attended by the highest class of citi- 
zens, ‘The Stranglers of Paris” was on the boards. 
H. H. Mortimer, a South Carolinian by birth, is the 
manager, while Frank Tannehil), who was an aid 
to General Sidney Johnstone, is the stat of the com- 
pany. 

As soon as there gentlemen learned that the dis- 
turbance was being transferred to their housethey 
at once proclaimed their determination to co ope- 
rate with the whites in suppressing the execution 
of the design to seat colored menin the house. 
When Major Poe informed Manager Mortimer that 
the house had best be closed for the night, the lat- 
ter said: ‘No, there isno useof tha’. Let the 
people come in, and ifa colored man enters the 
auditoiium I will ring down the curtain, announce 
that there will beno performance and tell the 
people. inside to go to the box office and get their 
monecy.’’ 

At 7 o'clock several hundred people were crowd- 

ing aroundin front of the theater. At 8 o'clock 
the streets and sidewalks were blockaded with 
men, there being few ladies in sight, and the ex- 
citement ran high, ~There were earnest inquiries 
for the “forty-uiners,” and the colored delegate. 
A more earnest concourse of people never assem- 
bled anywhere than thaton the outside of the 
Richmond theater, They belonged to the best 
families of the city, and itis presumed that most 
af them were armed and came to defend 
their sccial principles. When the 
curtain was rung up not seventy-five persons were 
in the house. The excitement had ruined the 
butinessof the night. Fifteen private policemen, 
headed by Major Poc and three captains, occupied 
seats in the orchestra circle, while a‘ number of 
piivetes ard officers, rolled the sidewalks on 
the outside and kept back the excited populace. 
A rattle-brained white man, warmed by liquor, 
moutted a box in front ofthe theater and cailed 
to the black men to assert their rights and enter 
the thealer. He was promptly arrested and 
m:rched off tothe station house, hundreds of peo- 
ple hooting at him as he was carried away, The 
excitement was at fever heat and the slightest dis- 
turbaace would have set fire to the popular indig- 
nation and precipitated bloodshed. But thedele- 
gates of 49 with the colored man did not appear, 
and gracgually the threatening aspectof affairs 
died ont, It is believed at this writing that the 
very firm stand taken by thecitizens will prevent 
further wronble during the time of the convention, 
and that this is the end of it.

A LAND TITLE DECISION, 


Commissioner Sparks Holds That the French 
Grant is a Good Title. 


WASHINGTON, October 8.—An important 
land office decision has been made by Commis- 
sioner Sparks, involving the title to certain 
valuable lands in the vicinity of New Orleans, 
covered in part by the town of Carroliton, aud 
upon other parts by buildings and improve- 
ments of great value, including the race course, 
Metairie Ridge cemetery and the shell road 
and railroad from New Orleans to Lake Pon- 
chertzaain. This property has been claimed 
and possessed since the middle of the last cen- 
tury uider the French grant, which has been 
suryeyed and segrated from the public do- 
main. The adverse claimants asserted title by 
virtue of certain swamp and other selections 
under grants to the estate of Loutsiana. Oom- 
missioner Sparks holds that the French grant 
is a.complete title protected by the treaty of 
18€3, and not. needing legislative or other 
confirmation by the Unsted States, and that 
lands being private property at the date of the 
state grants did not pass under these grants, 


The amount invo'ved in this decision reaches 
geveral million dollars.

BALTIMORE, October 8.-—-The Baltimore

cial reports from the tobacco growing sections 
of Maryland, Virginia, and North Carélina, as 
to injury to thecrop by frost and the proba- 

ble yield as compared with last fyear. The 
acreage this year is reported much less than 
that of 1&5 and owing to unfavorable weath: 

er not much over two-thirds of a erop had 
been expected prior to frost—while considera- 
ble of the crop already been gathered, the frost 
seriously damaged what was still in the fields 
and still further reducing the yield. In some 
instances, the crop is stated as large as last 
year and the quality as goad, but mearly all 
the reports claim the yield-will be mueh «re- 
duced, the estimate running from one-third to 
two-thirds of the crop and with quality, espo- 
cially in parte of North Carolina and Virginia, 
ve1y poor. In the great Durhaw district the 
yield is estimated at not over 40 per cent of } 
an average and of very inferior grade.
